In New York City the *tatc de¬ 
partment of charities found 4.'19 out 
of 10,707 who were withoiif break¬ 
fast*. and 998 who were bloodless or 
anaemic. Only 1,855 started the 
da;, with sofficient nourishment 

The superintendent of the Pres¬ 
byterian Impital in \ew York say*: 
“Of the l,dl59 cases of consumption 
viaited by' our district nurses we sre 
convinced that one third are suffer¬ 
ing from insufficient and improper 
food.” And to on.

Dea.b Bbothkh Jt’.—It is true, as you aav, that many Hocialiata 
are inclined to be intolerant. I'sually theje have ruthyr reivntly become 
Socialists and have not yet gotten over tbe belief (hat farmers Iteing 
small capitalists and hence a part of the l>ourge'ii' class, are not quali¬ 
fied to enter the straight and narrow gate* of the Soeiali-t party. It is 
true, too, that in some states, as in Nebraska, sttempu liave Ixen made 
to exclude the gentle apr:rolturiit from the .•aercil precincts, the holy of 
holies, where onlv wagt-workors. the pure proletarian stiifT, are lit to 
gather in council. These t^ci.vlists are really like most furniers in that 
they fail to see wliv and wherein the material it teresl, of wngt^workers 
and farmers are identicaL Which ia exactly what 1 am trying to 
show TOU. 

In mv last letter I -bowed that a *1(1.000 farmer i-mld credit only 
$^(Xi of his income to capital, and that lie was a capitalist only to that 
extent. The rest of the farmer's incomo i.« duo to hi- .'abor and to what 
he can “make” oft the lalevr of his hirt-il man or men. His income thru

Socisl- 
i'ts know wliT. because thev have studied the causes aiei i ffi-cts. Social¬ 
ists si-c why tllKSn ORG.WIZ.VTIOX.S MUST BE, why they cannot 
he prevented, why and wherein they arc the elTecta of a cause, what that 
cause is. They see that there is such a thing as so< 'al gr.iwth and they 
c.iil liint growth by a tjamc—.Social Evolution. Th-v -e,- the cause of 
this growth and they girt- that a name also—Econmnic IVIerminisin. 
Thesi- are scientific terms. Some men get feared at them like a horse 
gets scared al an automobile. 

Machinery compels these org.'inizations. We canii"' use machinery 
witlioiit organization. We w.int to proilucc all we can with ns little labor 
.IS jiossiblc. Hence we invent, build and use machine.-. But the use of 
these iiiachiue* forces ns to work togi-thor. sort of half -•icializen us, if 
you pleas--. Mon associate in nnler to compel macbi»- ry to do their 
work. One man ran make a flail—it takes a million to make a modem 
threshing outfit.. One man can u.«e a flail, but it taki' n ilozcn to use 
the threshing outfit. The threshing machine throws th-'-- men into new 
relations with mich other. It.s bunding compels biuin-— organization. 
.‘Vlf-defense comjiels labor organization. So mtchincrv !iss revolution¬ 
ized the mode of produ-'iion and compelled the organiz.iiion of I-almr 
and of Capital. 

If we jilant .-om under pro|ier conditions, the coni will grow—it 
c.innot help growing. Xo more can men help growing, no more can 
social growth dp prcvcr.ip<l. Machinery demands that rn- n org.inize and 
tlwy mu.-t oliey that e-immnnd or be snuffoil out of exi*i- me. 

The farmer is quite tinorganizisl. He is a son of an - conomic sur¬ 
vival and has not vet found his jilsce in the new social order which i.s 
brought cliout by tfie ii.se of machinery. He sees organiz.ation all around 
him and capnot quite understand what it all means. He has a vague idea 
that the projH-r thing for him to do would be to get'into an -irganizatinn 
like the others. He joins the (Jrange. or a Farmers' riiili, and there hi- 
con.siders questions grave and gay. He discus-es the merit.- of long wool 
sheep, good mads, equal taxation, farm vs. city life, .‘hurt horn cattle, 
and primary elecliohs. He puts in time trying to il-dg-- the binding 
twine IriiBt, and ho is squirming under the exactions of the stock yards. 
Iiee. nil, sugar, wire, milling, and a thousand other orpanirntions which 
he more or h-ss clearly sees “getting in their work on him." .Vnd he ii 
looking for a way out of the wood*. He ia seeking his place in the new 
.social order. But some way he cannot find it. Hia grange don’t seem 
to fill the bill and his sudden shoot into populism seems to have “petered 
out.’’ What is the matter with the farmer? , . 

This letter is long enough. In my next I will try to answer that 
last qm-stinn.

PerhajM the lack of fundi 
forced them to steal ridea on freight 
trains, or even to tramp eliout tho 
eonntiy In this way they were 
thrown into clnse touch with men 
who were already profeiwional crim¬ 
inals. They irere contaminated by 
these chance acquaintances and grad¬ 
ually ' drifted into crime. Their 
technical skill made them desirable 
lecmita to a criminal band, and, as 
a result of it, the raids of the hand 
which they may have ioined were 
often, perhaps, suceeesful. Y'epgmen 
confine themselves chiefly to the 
blowing np of safes, and they com- 
nonly use nitro-glyeerine as an ex- 

S loeive. Students of criminology 
eclare that the great recent increase 
in the number of safe blowing 
“yeggs” is largely duo to the fact 
that the work of digging the Chi¬ 
cago drainage ranal. and other sim¬ 
ilar engineering feats, made so many 


jticallv disappoarcil. In their plaix; 
lore finds today only the miserable 
yeggman, who. in the teat analysis, 
is nothing more than a homeless 
tramp, a wanderer on the face of the 
earth, without friends whom he can 
trust or a spot of ground which he 
can call his outi. If there was ever 
any fascination about a criminal ca¬ 
reer, if youUiful imaginations were 
ever l>ewitchecl by tales of outlawry 
and gulden treasure, surely there is 
nothing ajipealing in the unvamish- 
cu story of the wretch^ “yegg,” 
hunted from city to city in bo.v cart 
and on hreakis'ams, IHvng in filthy 
lodging and barrel houses, risking 
hi.< life on the chance of securing a 
few hundred dollars, and, flnallv. if 
he does not die in the electric ciiair, 
coming to a miserable and nn- 
mouriied end in the slums of some 
great city.—Charles Francis Bourkc 
in Leslif's.

of production, hut supplementing 
them with the most reliahlo infor¬ 
mation concerning the actual value 
of each class of product on its last 
market, I wss at least enabled to 
ibach a 'conclusion, which, ever so 
startling at first sight, was snflfirient- 
ly supported by well established 
facts, to be piibliMy presented as 
very nearly approximating exact 
truth. It was found that “the share 
of labor was hardly one quarter of 
its product!” 

This year, with improveil data in 
the last census and in all the other * 
sources of statistical information, I 
find: 

1. That the total value of the pro¬ 
duct in 1900 was a little over

S.IO.oiih.OftO) on its last market. 

3. That tho total snm paid to 
those wage workers who contributed 
—as laborers, mechanics, operators, 
railroad and other transportation 
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seient fic memou are conspicuous.m 
the .iieoreticai part of Marx’s 
‘‘t'apital.” In the light-of its fun¬ 
damental propositions no diffirulty 
would be exparienccil in eompre- 
hendiDg the apparently ciimplex and 
actually enormous meehani.iu of 
our American eapirSTTsm. were it 
not for the general insufficienev of 
official statistics; snd in some in¬ 
stances their- absolute unreliability, 
which impose upon the inve.stignlor 
the exercise of the utmost caution 
and a suppiementaiy work of con¬ 
siderable magnitude in research and 
verification. 

In the stagnation wars that im¬ 
mediately followed the cra.sh of
